Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 6/16/2006 is acknowledged by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U.S. Pat. No. 
4,682,508 (Steiner et al.) disclose a valve for fluids comprising a valve inlet (12), a valve outlet 
(12), a valve seat (42), a moveable closing body (CL) that is allowed to move laterally, a valve 
chamber (within element 24), a magnetic device (36), and an opposing wall (24) but lacks the 
valve seat or the opposing wall allowed to displace vertically and resiliently biased in the 
direction of the closing body in such a manner that the closing body contacts both the valve seat 
and the opposing wall without application of an external force. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
